WASHINGTON—An appeal to the 


American people to "do everything 
in their power" towards the relief 
of famine conditions in China was 
issued today by Pres. Harding. The 
president declared that 
although 


the nation "already had given liber- 
ally to the relief committee, 
the 


fund still was entirely inadequate 
for the task, 
• 


"At this, the earliest practicable 


moment of my administration," said 
the president's statement, "I desire 
to add my own to the many appeals 
which have been issued heretofore 
in behalf of the starving people, of 
a large section of China. When cry 
for succor comes to us from a peo- 
ple far distant, but linked to us by 
manifold ties of friendly associa- 
tion, confidence and good- will. The 
American nation 
have 
failed to 


demonstrate its friendsi "p. for the 
people of China' and that friendship 
has- always been reciprocated in a 
manner which I feel justifies the 
hope that in this hour of 
China's 


distress our. people will do every- 
thing 'in their power for its amelior- 
ation.''

Grain on Farms in 1921 


Breaks Many State 


Records 


Wisconsin farmers had larger re- 


serves of grain on March 1 in 1921 
than- in any pre.vious year except 
1919, 
states Joseph A. Becker of 


tho Wisconsin Cooperative' Crop Re- 
porting Service. Of the four prin- 
cipal grains, 80,988,00 ushels were 
still on Wisconsin farms compared 
to 60,486,000 bushels in 1920, 83,- 
915,000 in 1919 and a 5-year aver- 
age (1915-1919) of 54,812,000 bush- 
els. 
Production of these crops in 


1920 was also the second largest in 
the history of the State, 214,987,000 
bushels compared to 186,204,000 in 
1919, 2'. 5,248,000 in 1918 and a 5- 
year c.vorase of 172,206,000 bushels. 


F-ii-m stocks- of corn on March 1 
>-e tho largest ever on record, 26,- 
•1,000 bushels of corn, 31% of .the 


1!>20 crop, were on th« farms of the 
State on March 1, compared to 26,- 
014,000 bushels a year ago.

Gov, Bktne Names Man to' the Bench Who Has Always 


Thought in Terms of Human Consideration*

RANCIS BACON once said in one of his essays: 


"Judges ought above all to rememberv the conclusion 


of the Twelve Roman Tables: The supreme law of all is the weal 
of the people'; and to know that laws, except they be in order 
to that end. are but things captious, and oracles not well in- 
iiplrwl."

When the progressive movement was reared in this state 


the bulwark around which it was built was the WEAL OF THE 
PEOPLE. The Inspiration of the whole movement lay in a de- 
sire of SERVICE to the MANY rather than the FEW,—a desire 
to make government an instrument for .the advancement of the 
welfare of ALL with special privilege to none.

In the great struggle that has been waged in the state and 


nation between the forces of progress on one side and reaction 
on the other there has been the conflict between th<we who em- 
phasis the rights of PROPERTY against those who hold HU- 
MAN rights as most important. 


Great struggles have been waged to place in high public 


stations men who have the PROPERTY viewpoint and men who 
have the HUMAN viewpoint. A president or a state executive 
whose heart, beating for one side or the other, named men to 
administrative and judicial places with an eye to the views 
which these men entertained with respect to PROPERTY or 
HUMANITY. 


Our courts therefore have not been immune from tbVstrug- 


ftlc that has been waged in this country between DEMOCRACY 
and REACTION. Reactionary governors have named men with 
the reactionary viewpoint; progressive governors have named 
men with the progressive viewpoint.

It was indeed fitting that in making his first selection for 


an appointment- to the Wisconsin supreme court Gov. John J. 
Blaine picked Christian Doerfler of Milwaukee. 


A governor who thinks in terms of HUMAN considerations 


has chosen for the bench a man who has for years been a ster- 
ling champion of the doctrine that the "supreme law of all of 
the weal of the people." 


Mr. Doerfler will bring to the supreme court an equipment 


that eminently fits him for the great place he will fill. A man 
recognized in his profession as of great judicial learning, he will 
ndd greatly to a court that has already made Its place high 
among the supreme courts of the union. 


With men of the type of Mr. Doerfler on the bench, the peo- 


ple need have no fear that the law will remain encrusted docu- 
ment of the past used to deny the will of the people now. They 
may safely feel that Mr. Doer.ler will feel that:

UNEMPLOYMENT AND SUICIDE 


r»iHE Metropolitan Life Insurance Company, which carries life 
1 
insurance on a larger number of workers than any other 


concern in America, suspects that unemployment, poverty, and 
the distressing conditions arising from them, have something 
to do with suicides. It has found, according to a bulletin jusi 
issued, that the number of suicides and homicides have in- 
creased sharply. The1 bulletin, covering the month of January, 
shows that among the Metropolitan's "industrial" policy holders 
in that month the suicide fate was 7.7 per 100,000. That is a 
higher percentage than for any month In 1920. 


The homicide rate in January was 7.2 per 100,000, exceed- 


ing that of any month of last year except September. 


The Metropolitan, however, does not permit itself to draw 


hasty conclusions. Instead of pointing out the close connection 
between such acts of despair and the lack of work which its 
records would show ahVays accompanies suicide and acts of vio- 
lence, it contends itself with asking the quMtioflr-preeumably 
to be answered by its policyholders and stockholders: 


"Han the less favorable industrial situation of the latter 


part of 1920 and the early part of this year resulted in Increased 
numbers of suicides and homicides? There has been, more of 
each recently in the wage-earning group of the population." 


. No reference is made to suicides among the non-wage earn- 


ing group. 


The bulletin continues: 
"The relation of color to suicide and homicide Is interacting. 


Suicid* IB a very minor cause of death, numerically, among col- 
or*-1 p«noM. The homicide situation is just the reverse among 
both colored malm and females. The homicide rate for colored 


i» »«ny times greater than that of whites. 


"A Iwgtr number of suicides occur in May than? in any 
inooUw June is another month of high suicide mortality.
